1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but before the filing of a 
Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or the commencement of a civil 
action. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14 and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 2/15/08 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1, 68, 70-72, 74, 76-79, 81-84, 86-94 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1 and 86 are directed towards an method and automated banking 
machine and recite (for the method) ". . .(a) operating at least one input device of an automated 
banking machine to receive at least one identification data input from a machine user during a 
check cashing transaction, including operating a card reader of the automated banking machine 
to read card data on a card of the machine user, wherein the machine includes a check acceptor 
device, a cash dispenser device, a check imaging device, at least one camera, at least one printer 
device, and at least one computer, wherein the at least one computer comprises a browser and at 
least one server component, wherein the at least one server component is operative to cause the 
machine to communicate at least one markup language document from the machine; b) 
subsequent to reading the card data in step (a), triggering the at least one camera to capture at 
least one machine user image of the machine user; (c) responsive to receiving the at least one 
identification data input in step (a), operating the at least one computer to cause a verification of 
the machine user as an authorized user of the machine. . ." which are features that are not 
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anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 68, 70-72, 74, 76-79, 81-84, and 
87-94 are allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
